rose by eight-tenths of a point during April to a 


record of 143.2, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 


Increased food costs and an increase in the 
Ontario provincial sales tax to five per cent from 
three were mainly responsible. All seven sections 
of the index were up. * 

The index, based on 1949 consumer prices 
equalling 100, had stood at 141.2 in January, 142.1 
in February and 142.4 in March, the previous high. 
The April figure was four per cent higher than in 
the same month of last year. 

. There is no exact parallel index of incomes. 
But an index of industrial wages and salaries, based 
on 1961 equalling 100, was at 116.9 in December, 
latest figure available.
